Ready for Wood Charges. 

Chairman Thompson and Merton Ee 
Lewis, counsel to the committee, are 
convinced that they have sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant the presentation of 
charges to Governor Whitman asking 
for the removal of Commissioner Wood. 
These charges will be drawn up imme- 
diately ,and in the meantime District 
Attorney Perkins. is expected to take 
vigorous action. 

As soon as the Centre Street Loop con- 
tract is disposed of, Senator Thompson 
will begin investigating the circum- 
stances surrounding the granting of the 
contract for signal devices for the 
Fourth Avenue Brooklyn Subway. This 
contract was granted -to the General 
Railway Signal Company of Rochester, 
some months after the Centre Street 
Loop contract had been disposed of, and 
after Mr. Johnson had become con- 
nected with the Rochester concern. 

According to a member of the com- 
mittee only the. surface has .been 
scratched so far regarding the letting 
of/ these contracts. Evidence much 
more startling is expected. 

When Commissioner Wood was told 
yesterday of Mr. Uptegraff’s testimony 
he emphatically denied that he knew 
anything whatever about the charge 
that he was to receive compensation 
for awarding the contract. 

“The statement is absolutely false,” 
gaid Mr. Wood. “It is all news to me. 
I never heard of it before, and know 
nothing whatever about it.”

The embassy tonight 
sent communications ‘to’ Captains Boy- 
Ed and von Papen informing them as 
to the facts, but it was said at the.em- 
bassy that nothing was known as, to the 
sailing plans ‘of the Attachés.

Government Took Quick ‘Action, but 
How. Germans. Stole Report 
Is Still a Puzzle. 


‘A few'days before the Government af 
Washington decided to ask for the recall 
of Captain Karl Boy-Ed, the German 
Naval Attaché, and of his army col- 


‘league, ‘Captain Franz von Papen, Cap- 


tain: Boy-Ed got a copy of a confidéntial 
report intended for President Wilson 
and his naval advisers. The report had 
been compiled: by. some of the highest 
ranking officers of the navy and was in 
every essential confidential and intend- 
ed only for;perusal by the President and 
cértain other officials of the Govern- 
ment. 

Captain Boy-Ed managed to get a copy 
of. the report even before the original 
reached President Wilson. That the 
leak was discovered was due not to Boy- 
Ed or any of his official colleagues, but 
to°an American who was employed in a 
confidential capacity by the German 
naval officer. Thé knowledge that Boy- 
Ed had this document, which he real- 
ized. was of such great importance. to 
his own Government, put the patriotism 
of the young American to a severe test. 

This is what he did. He quietly left 
Boy-Ed’s office on the eighth floor of 
11 Broadway and telephoned a man 
whom he “knew to be in a positica to 
reach. President Wilson. He told the 
man that Boy-Ed had-got a copy of the 
naval report... This maf. immediately 
called the White House.on the long 
distance telephone and told ‘the story of 
what had happened to President Wilson. 

Préxident Catled Advisers. 

Within less than fifteen minutes the 

machinery of the. Government. was: at 
work on’ the case. The President called 
in the Secretary of the Navy, an offi- 
cial of the Department of Justice, and 
certain officials from other. departments. 
That Boy-Ed was in ‘possession of the 
document was verified quickly and 
there. is. every reason to. believé. that 
the Government soon found out How 
a copy of it fell into the hands of the 
discredited German attaché. 
‘When Boy-Ed suspected that his con- 
fidential Secretary had communicated 
what. he, Boy-Ed, considered the most 
important secret in his possession, to 
the Washington authorities it was with 
difficulty. that he restrained. himself. 
He summoned his Secretary and de- 
manded to know if he had informed the 
Government concerning the naval re- 
port. ; 

“There are just two men who were 
in a position to do that,’’ Boy-Ed said 
in his rage, ‘‘and I am one of those 
two men and you are the other. I did 
not tell and, therefore, it is certain that 
you did.” , 

The American admitted that Boy-Ed 
was quite right, and. when Boy-Ed con- 
tinued to rage, told him that “ it might 
be better for him to be a bit careful, as 
there was much more that he (the Sec- 
retary) could tell,” a statement that 
Boy-Ed realized was true. 

Thereupon Boy-Ed changed his tactics, 
and instead of denouncing the American, 
tried to smooth matters over, but the 
American was not to be mollified, and 
a few minutes later he walked out of 
the office, informing Boy-Ed that he 
was through with the place. 


Ramor of Spy’s Work. 


All sorts of rumors as to how Boy-Ha 
got the naval report were going the 
rounds yesterday, but none of them 
coyld be verified. One was that the 
Germans have one or more spiés actually 
employed in the Navy Department in 
clerical capacities and that one of these 
men managed to get a copy of the re- 
port.

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—The -Austro-Amer- 
ican situation -hag now cleared to the 
extent that: it 4s: known that. Berlin is 
working hard to prevent any diplomatie¢ 
break and is employing not only moral 
suasion but all possible pressure upon 
Vienna as well to.coax and persuade 
the Austrian .Government’ to Bend «a 
soft answer twat will turn away the 
American wrath. The-most hopeful sign, 
I learn, is that a high personage -left 
Berlin last night for Vienna to assist 
personally in making the Austrians .see 
the light, and today the prospects are 
bright that the Austro-American crisis 
will be averted. 

From a well-informed source I learn 
that the Austro-Hungarian statesmen 
are undoubtedly desirous of arriving at 
friendly relations with America, but 
are ‘still puzzled how to find a way 
out of the dispute and at the same 
time save Austria’s face and national 
honor. Said my informant: 

““ The tone of President Wilson’s note 
is unfortunate and such as to make it 
difficult, almost humanly impossible, 
for Austria to return a courteous and 
friendly answer.”’ 

Will Restate Austria’s Version. 

Despite the fact; however, that the 
President's note has a_.curt, brusque, 
almost menacing tone to Austro-Ger- 
man ears, and that the demand for 
prompt compliance with his demands 
smacks to them strongly and objection- 
ably of coercion, and that Austrian sus- 
ceptibilities have been wounded at their 
sorest point, it is nevertheless believed 
in usually. well-informed. circles that 
Austria will succeed in finding a for- 
mula for satisfying. America, particu- 
larly as she will have the Benefit of 
Germany's successful experience. in set- 
thing au ‘cases. 

Today it is #onsideréa probable® that 
the Austrian answer, .couched in Gip- 4. 
lomatically “polite “terms, will. 
the President that’ the ‘spirit and letter

tion and misapprekension of the 
facts in the Ancona case, and will af- 
firm that the Austrian submarine com- 
mander acted with the most scrupulous 
adherence tothe rules of eratentar 2 sea 
law.

ship at once, as he would have. been 
justified in doing. 

Lusitania Optimism Over Again. . 


The optimism, that. characterized Wil- 
helmstrasse statesmen in the dark Lusi= 
tania, and Arabic days is again evident 
in the Ancona matter and now, as then, 
the motto_,is; .‘‘ Good. relations with 
America must .be, maintained at any 
price,.consistent with the national honor 


The German Foreign-Office, as well as 
the Admiralty, has taken and is main- 
taining the theoretica! position that 
Germany has merely a platonic interest 
in the-Ancona case and that it does not 
concern Germany. in any way, but is a 
matter for Austria alone to discuss and 
settle. Hence the Kaiser’s statesmen 
courteously decline to’make any official 
statements on the subject. Unofficially, 
however, the consensus of well-informed 
German opinion is that ‘* there wilt be 
no trouble.”’ 

In quarters working for good relations 
with America. some fears are expressed 
that Austria will. not be able to resist 
the temptation to inject the American 
ammunition question into the Ancona 
dispute. ~ The feeltng about American 
ammunition has grown increasingly in- 
tense in Austria and among the Austrian 
army in recent months since -alleged 
proofs were..obtained that the Italians 
were using American ammunition, and 
the frequent references to humanity: in 
the Ancona note give an opportunity,.in 
the estimation of some German com- 
mentators, to say something pertinent 
about humanity .beginning at home, 
which the Austrians will reluctant 
to neglect. If the Austrians. refrain 
from mixing up. the ammunition and 
Ancona disputes the credit will be due 
to Berlin advice.

Austrian n Authorities Contend Sab- 
marine Commander Only Did His 
Duty—Note“‘an-Open Insult.” 


VIENNA, Dec. 14,.(by Courier to Ber- 
lin; via London, Dec. 15:)}—The Austro- 
Hungarian Admiralty is‘entirely opposed 
‘to any disavowal of the course of the 
submarinz commander Who was respon- 
sible for the sinking of the Italian 
steamér Ancona. 
approves his conduct fully, and declares 
that he would have been considered as 
having failed: to perform his duty if he 
had allcwed the Ancona to escape. 

The reply to, the American note, it-is 
understood, wil] be delivered Soon, pos- 
sibly Wednesday. Thé correspondent of 
The Associated Press has not. been able 
to secure a forecast of the terms of the 
reply, but all indications are that a 
pessimistic view of the situation is jus- 
tified. : 

The Admiralty today stated its case 
and the attitude of the naval authorities 
as follows: 

Views of the Admiralty. 

‘It is a submarine commander’s,; duty 
to make a report to a designated base 
as soon as possible, and the commander 
who sank the Ancona. did ‘this as soon 
as he was .within wireless distance of 
land. He made a’ supplementary: report ! 
at Pola and accompanied it with, his log. | 
No examination of the crew was held, | 
because the commander’s report was; 
considered complete, .and there was no, 
reason to suppose that the crew could 
add anything thereto. 

“So far as the commander. is con- 
cerned, his course is clear. 
miralty has received his report and sees 
no reason to find any fault with his 
course of action. 

“If any such reason existed—that is, if 
the Admiralty had found that the com- 
mahder had done anything contrary:to 
his. instructions—it .would spontaneous- 
ly.institute: an investigation against him 
wi ut Suiting for any demand te come 
Son ee foreign Govertiment. It can 
happen that a ‘commander in the heat 
battle deals contrary to instructions,

this case. 

“Jt appears clearly frem his report

Said He Haa Enough Anmunition. 


In December, 1914, he sent word. to 
the British War Office that he had 
plenty. of ammunition for his artillery.

French 63 Years Old. 


Sir John French reached his highest 
poipt of trust and popularity on Sept.

His father was a naval captain and 
he himaelf was educated for the navy, 
He was a 4:jdshipman in 1871, but three 
yore laser oe joined the army as a 
jeutenant in the Eighth Hussars, whic 
he later exchanged for the Nineteent 
Hussars.

Tt is possible, however, that the cor- 
rection failed to reach the Austrian 
and German newspapers, and that this 
may account for their failure to real- 
ize that the American complaint is 
that the Ancona was shelled and tor- 
pedoed after her flight had stopped.j 


“According to thts.’’ continues the 
paper, ‘‘ the note contradicts itself, for 
the steamer was torpedoed because she 
tried to escape, but did not attempt to. 
flee because she was bombarded. The 
torpedoing occurred after a time leeway, 
regarding which we are not in a position 
to render a verdict, but which in any 
event was great enough to permit the 
saving of a majority of the passengers. 
The American Government simply con- 
siders that the lives of American citizens 
—, lost by the torpedoing of the 
vessel.’”’ ’ 


Says Lusitania Doesn’t Apply. 


The Neueste Nachrichten points aut 
that the United States is dealing with a 
separate sovereign State, which is not 
affected ‘by. any agreement reached be- 
tween the United States and some other 
country, and advises that first efforts 
should be directed toward concluding 
such an understanding. 

‘“‘ When the United States talk about 
good relations between themselves and 
the monarchy,’’ says the editorial, ‘‘sne 
expects to see an exemplification of 
these good relations in a mutual ex- 
change of opinion, and not a mere refer- 
ence to agreements with another nation, 
as if no value-were attached to a similar 
understanding with Austria-Hungary.

‘*How much mistaken opinion, how 
many misunderstandings, and how much 
useless friction would have been avoided 
and avoiided in the future, if President 
Wilson only were to insist upon the 
freedom. of the seas in his own and the 
United States’ interests. Finally, the 
note to the allied monarehy appears 
hardly intelligible to us. It may well 
be true that the President’s tempeér- 
ament has lately been matekially: in- 
fluenced by fault-finding. 

‘“‘In the last analysis, however, a 
general clearing of the atmosphere and a 
riddance of misunderstandings and ten- 
sion must bée more valuable to hi in 
view of the justice of the Aeelatons 
which he customarily makes and in view 
of hig responsibility and the inestimable 
world-historical consequences, than a 
momentary, impulsive solution of the 
problem. 

“One ought not to play with fire. 
Therefore, if the President is really sin- 
cere in his desire to maintain ‘ go 
mutual relations’ with the Danube 
monarchy, We believe both countries 
with dignity can find a way for a com- 
mon invesrigation af the conflicting 
questions and discover a road leading 
to a common understanding."’ ‘

COLOGNE, Dec. 15, (via London.)—The 
Volks Zeitung, commenting on the An- 
cona note, says: 

“In form, it is much sharper than 
the Arabic note to Germany, and it is 
especially notable because the American 
note to Great Britain concerning neutral 
commerce -so far has achieved no re- 
sult, Also, thus far nothing has hap- 
pened in England in the Baralong case.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—While the 
gravity of the situation existing be- 
tween the United States and Austria- 
Hungary Is emphasized by the state- 
ment of the Austrian Admiralty giving 
unqualified approval of the action of 
the submarine commander who sank the 
Ancona, officials here said tonight they 
were surprised to find the Admiralty 
supporting its officer. 

It was pointed out that the German 
Admiralty vigorously defended the tor 
pedoing of the Lusitania and that the 
concessions made by Germany to the 
United States in the matter of her ¢on- 
duct of submarine warfare were the 
work of the Berlin Foreign Office, in 
spite of the naval authorities.

PROVIDENCE, R.‘1., Déc. 15.—The 
Providence Journal will say tomorrow 
morning: 

“Dr. Joseph Goricar made a state- 
ment to The Journal yesterday in which 
he declares that it is common Knowl- 
edge among 4li the diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives of Germany and 
Austria throughout this ¢ountry that 
the submarine which sank the Ancona 
was a German and not an Austrian ves- 
sel. Dr. Goricar’s statement follows: 

It is a matter of general knowledge 
in every German and Austrian Con- 
sulate in this country, a knowledge 
which Consuls and Consul Generals 
are not at All afraid to discuss with 
their intimate friends, that ‘the sub- 
marine which sunk the Ancona was 


really a German submarine of the 
largest type, which was shipped to 
the reat works of the Stabllimento 
Techhieo at Trieste and put togetner 
there. 

Even without my personal knowl- 
edgé of these facts; and as much as 
I have reason to detest and despise 
the Austro-Hungarian Government 
and its methods, it is inconceivable to 

any one who knows, as I do, the per- 
sonnel of the Austrian navy and the 
Austrian. character to believe for a 
moment either that any such orders 
as resulted in the sinking of the An- 
cona could have been issued by the 
Austrian Admiralty or obeyed, if is- 
sued, b the splendid and. high- 
minded type of men who. constitute 
the personnel of the leaders of the 
Austrian establishment. 

The ‘entire act was stamped from 
beginning to end with. the horrible 
stamp oF von Tirpitz’s frightfulnégs, 
and could have emanated from no 
other source than the’,German 
miralty. 

The fears that apparently exist in 
the State Department at Washington 
that thie vessel, after all, yer ¥ b- 
ably a unit of the German Admiralty 
are well founded. Every Gerrian and 
Austrian diplomatic representative in 
the United States knows the truth 
about it.

French Say Retreat Was Accom 
plished with Few Casualties. 
PARIS, Dee. 14, (Delayed.) — The 


Temps publishes a dispatch from. its 


Saloniki correspondent” that notwith- 


standing the. difficulties of the retreat 
and the determined. attacks of superior 


forces of Bulgarians, the Allies retreat- 


ed, with method and regularity, They

On the evening of Dec. 10, he says, the 
allied forces grouped in the region east 
of the Vardar fell back undisturbed on 
a line about 100 kilometers (62 miles) 
long extending from Lake Doiran to 
Vardar. The lith was marked by vio- 
lent attacks against the entire front, 
particularly against the centre, which, 
however, were kept within bounds. 
During the night the forces took up 
poBitions further to the south along a 
line. almost parallel witn the former 
front. At the time the dispatch was

WAR GRAFT CHARGES 
IN FRENCH CHAMBER 


‘Fantastic Commissions” Have 
Been Paid for Supplies. - 


ECHO OF ROCHETTE CASE 


Associate of the Notorious Swin- 
dier Said to Have Figured as 
a Purchasing Agent. 


PARIS, Dec, 15.—In the *course of 
a debate in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties yesterday severe criticism was 
made of relations between the War 
Ministry and certain individuals who 
are selling supplies to the Government. 
It was asserted the Ministry had: dealt 
with persons whose sole _ occupation 
hitherto had consisted. in’ frequenting 
pleasure resorts ‘at night, and there 
picking up customers. These persons, 
it was said, weré regarded .as° worthy 
to furnish shoes, clothing, and cannon. 
Deputy Julien-Antoine Simyan said 
this was scandalous, and even. criminal, 
and that a Government: official who, 
being informed of the facts,‘ declined to 
arrest the guilty persons became an ac- 
complice. . 
M. Simyan asserted proper precau- 
tions had not beén ,taken,, and that ex- 
cessive prices had been paid for sup- 
plies. e then referred ta cértain pa- 
pers in regard to dealings with an 
aeroplane company, which he gaid could 
not be found at the Ministry of War. 


Attacks “Charity” Swindlers. 
An attack was then -made by M. Sim- 


for private gain enterprises described as 
charitable. One woman,.. he said, had 
been. condemned twenty-one times for 
this offense, but was still operating, 
notwithstanding the fact that the First 
M trate of the Republic had de- 
manded that her activities cease. 

Another abuse, the Deputy continued, 
consistéd. in paying large sums on ac- 
count, in. violation of the usual pro- 
cedure when contracts for supplies were 
signed. He asserted that for one year 
officials had been discussing what ac- 
tion should be taken against a _ con- 
tractor who owed 2,000,000 francs. ($400,- 
oo” to the’ Government. 

. Simyan continued his attacks on 
contractors, heedless of numerous Dep- 
uties who attempted to interrupt him. 
He demanded that the Chamber compel 
—— Thierry, Under. Secretary ‘of 
Stats for Subsistence, to throw open 
his files bearing cn these affairs, as- 
serting that many interesting facts 
concerning the purchases of war sup- 
fice had not been brought to light. 

e said 30,000 horses had been pur- 
chased from an English dealer for about 
60,000,000 francs ($12,0600,000.) Informa- 
tion regarding this transaction, he said, 
had been furnished by a man named 
Debray, who, according to the Dep- 
uty’s information, received a fantastic 
cormmission. Inquiry had developed the 
fact, ‘he continued, that. this interme- 
diary was the Marquis Crévecoeur, for- 
mer associate of .Henri. Rochette, who 
fled to Mexico after being convicted and 
sentenced to prison on the charge of 
swindling. 

The French Ambassador at London, 
M. Simyan continued, had made a re- 
port on the activities of certain per- 
sons there who were endeavoring to ob- 
tain illegal profits from the Govern- 
ment. The Ambassador’s report, he 
said, ncluded/with the statement that 
t would be wel if the Minister at Paris 
established the faet that he was com- 
pelled to sub to the actions of these 
persons, withopt profiting therefrom. 
ons for Horse Buyers. 

In-the purchase of horses alone, M. 
Simyan declared, commissions :amount- 
ing to several million. francs had been 
paid. He characterized this as scan- 
dalous and said Inspector Gaillard of 
the army had demanded a searchi in- 
vestigation. An inquiry was ordered, 
he continued, but the commission which 
controlled Government purchases had 
taken the ground that if the facts were 
known they would cause a public pro- 
test. The Secretary of Alexandre Mil- 
lerand, then Minister of War, was of 
the same opinion, the speaker continued, 
and M. Millerand approved his Secre- 
tary’s view. 

This. assertion brought M. Millerand 
to his feet. He protested that M. Sim- 
yan was mistaken. He attempted to 
speak further, but the confusion. was 
so great that his remarks could not be 
heard. 

When quiet was .restored M. Simyan 
reiterated his assertions. In concluding 
he turned to General Gallieni, Minister 
of War, ard said: 

“Say little, write less, but strike 
hard.” 

The entire Chamber applauded as M. 
Simyan concluded. 

Further discussion of the interpella- 
tion in regard to contracts was post- 
poned: unt® Thursday. 

Calls for Disciplinary Measures. 


The address’ of M. Simyan in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, says 
the Temps, reveals abuses and a grave 
Staté of affairs. Disciplinary measures 
must be taken, it urges, and if. there 


have been unlawful dealings’ the code 
must furnigh a means for reaching those 
concerned. It. recommends that mer- 
chants and manufacturers who are 
members of the Chambers of Commerce 
be selected by the Minister of War in 
an advisory capacity, and to aid in the 
appointment of competent assistants for 
the supply . service. 


Secret Session Proposal Béaten. 


An unexpected demand made today by 
the Soctalist Deputy M.-Accambray, that 
the Chamber, hold.a secret session for 
the discussion of a question to be pro- 
posed, resulted in an uproar and a sus- 
pension of the sitting.. On the demand 
being made again, the question was put 
to.a vote and defeated, 327 to 154. ‘ 

M. Accambtay was then urged by the 
Socialists’ to continue the debate, but 
was advised by Deputies of another po- 
litical belief to discontinue &. He de- 
cided to resume, but-said he would not 
make use of documents which he had 
desired to communicate to the Cham- 
ber secretly. He read ‘six questions 
bearing on the relations of General 
Joffre with the Government and what 
measures had been.taken to control his 
acts. He said that if the Commander 


‘in Chief alone decided, the Government 


abandoned its prerogatives and responsi- 
bilities. The speaker was applauded by 

the Socialists at the conclusion of h 
address. 

The further discussion of the bil 
which earlier in the debate furnishe 
reason for criticism of e Govern- 
ment’s fiscal policy, was postponed until 
tomorrow.

CALLS AMERICA UNFIT 
TO MEDIATE IN WAR 


Becguse, Dr. Shaw, Suffrage 
Leader, Says, It Is Unjust to 
Its Own Women. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, retiring President, be- 
fore the annual. convention of the Na- 
tional American Women. Suffrage As- 
sociation, today, arraigned the United 
States as.unfit to mediate between the 
warring nations of Europe because it 
denies justice to its own women. 

*“No one will deny,” said Dr. Shaw, 
‘“‘that the real cause of the war was 
the injustice and selfishness which per- 
mits Governments as well as _ individ- 
uals to ignore their obligations and du- 
ties to each other. But can the United 
States be said to be in a superior po- 
sition? How can it plead for justice 
in Europe when it denies justice to its 
own women? 

‘* How can it claim that written agree- 
ments between nations are binding 
when it violates the fundamental prin- 
rm 90 of its own. National Constitution, 
which declares that the right of the 
c¥tizen to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by. the United States or by 
any State? Is it true that the United 
States Constitution, too, is but a scrap 
of paper.to be repudiated at will? ”’ 

When Dr. Shaw concluded, amid ap- 
Plause, the association amended its by- 
laws to make her Honorary President 
for life. She has served for twelve 
years and some time ago gave notice 
that she would retire at this conven- 

on.

One morning I saw within a radius ot 
fifteen kilometers Germans building 
bridges, feeding French villagers, mend- 
ing roads, and marching to the firing 
line.

On the side track of a French switch- 
yard stood three long trains, each made 
up of from thirty to forty Germen 
freight cars.

OUTLINED IN MOTION 


Asking for Commission to Get 
Evidence Abroad, He Tells 
of Dumdum Inquiry. 





PLEA BY BRONKHORST ALSO 


Both Deny Complicity in Ship Bomb 
Plots—Six Defendants May 
Be Tried Separately. 


When Dr. Herbert Kienzle,. one of 
the Germans now under indictment for 
having conspired to destroy ammuni- 
tion ships and to murder their crews 
and passengers,*is put on trial his de~ 
fense will be that his only activities 
in this country, outside of his clock 
business, were investigaticas of certain 
ammunition plants to ascertain whether 
they were manufacturing ‘‘dumdum” 
bullets for tne allied armies. Engle- 
bert Bronkhorst, another of the de- 
*fendants, facing the same cnarges as 
‘Kienzle does, will contend that the fact 
lie has considerable money invested in 
British property w a gelf-evident proof 
that he would do nothing to injure Eng- 
land and that therefore he was not 
concerned in the munition ship bomb 
plots. 

The news of the defense plans was 
contained in papers served on Assistant 
united states vistrict Attorney John Uv. 
Knox yestérday by Benno Loewy, coun- 
sel‘'for Kienzle and Bronkhorst. In these

Application Comes Up Moenday. 


The application for the commissions 
will come up before Judge Julius .M. 
Mayer, in the Criminal Branch of the 
Federal Court, on Monday. If he grants 
the applications the taking of the testi- 
mony in England and in Germany will 
be intrusted, itis said, to the American 
consular officials in London and ‘in 
Stuttgart. 
In the application filed in his behalf 
Kienzle admits his deep interest in the 
cause of German arms, but bitterly de- 
nies any participation in the conspiracy 
of which Fay'was the alleged hema He 
gives his age as years, and states 
that he makes his home in Schwen- 
ningen, in the Black Forest, in Wiirt- 
temberg, in the German Empire. For 
the first time stnce his arrest Kienzie 
tells of his past and of reasons for his 
presence in the United States. 
‘“Bhortly after receiving my degree 
as a Doctor of ineering,’’ he says in 
the applic tion, ‘I came to this coun- 
try for the purpose of taking out pat- 
ents for some inventions which I had 
made and of studying factory methods. ' 
I arrived here in the month of Novem- 
ber, 1913, and did secure several United 
States letters patent, traveled to various 
cities where there are: facteries con- 
nected with the clock trade and : the 
machine tool trade, and, on July 26, 
1914, sailed on the steamship | ow 
prinzessin Cecilie, intending to return 
to my bprpe. That vessel, Cowever, in- 
stead of landing me at Bremerhaven, 
and landed its passengers at 
Bar Harbor, Me., on Aug. 3, 1914, and 
owing to the fact that I am a German 
subject, liable to military duty, I have 
been involuntarily in this country since 
that time.’’ 
Kienzle denies that he ever has been 
connected with any alien plots to dam- 
age any properties or kill any person in 
this country. 


Denies Knowing of Plots. 


*“*T have never,’ he says, ‘‘‘ had any 
convergation with the alleged co-con- 
spiraters which led me to believe that 
any of them contemplated the destruc- 
tion of ships or ammunition, or the com- 
mitting of murder or arson, or the manu- 
facture of explosives or any bombs, or 
any of the other offenses set forth in 
the in@ictments.

Describes Builet Wounds. 


* The petitioner refers to another ex- 
hibit attached to his application, which 
is intended to show the effect of the al- 
leged American-made dumdum bullets 
used by the British troops.

- ere is a strong feeling going over 
this country that we should not make 
anything in the nature of arms or am- 
munition,’’” he says. ‘‘The Driggs- 
Seabury Ordnance Corporation has de- 
clined orders for millions of dollars’ 
worth of munitions of war because its 
President is opposed to war.

In his apvlication Bronkhorst asks for 
the depositions of Alexander Latimer, 
Percy S. Baselly, and William Forsberg, 
all of Londen. He says that he is a 
mining engineer. 

‘*T am by birth,” he says, “‘ a subject 
of the late King of Hanover, and have 
lost my citizenship by reason of-an ab- 
sence of over twenty-five years from 
Germany and have acquired no other 
citizenship.”’ ‘ 

ronkhorst tells of various eountries 
in which he has lived in the last twenty- 
five years, and adds that prior to. the 
war he was in England endeavoring to 
exploit his mining rights, and that he 
signed a contract with Alexander 
Latimer that the matter of his holdings 
should remain in abeyance until the end 
of the war since he, Bronkhorst, was an 
alien and could net transfer properties 
held by him in England or her colonies. 
He left Engiand, he states, on May 8 
last with the full permission of the 
British authorities.

VAUNTS GERMAN FINANCES 


Calls Ailies’ Loane Failures, While 
“Asking the Reichstag for a New 
$2,500,000,000 Credit, 


BERLIN, Dec. 15, (By Wireless to 
Sayville, N. Y.—In the course of his 
address before the Reichstag yesterday 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, Secretary of the 
Treasury, said: 

* Responsibility for the blood which 
will flow from now on, for the. misery 
which ecornes upon the world, for the 
danger to which civilization is exposed, 
fails not upon Germany, but upon those 
wh> cannot resqlvé to draw the .conclu- 
sion from Germbny’s military successes; 
which se one can dispute any longer. 
The responsibility falls upon those who, 
in their foolish and criminal ilusion, | 


still speak of annihilation and partition

tion.

Praises German-Americans. 


BERLIN, Dec. 14, (via London, Dee. 
15.)—In the course of his speech in the 
Reichstag today, in support of the bill 
for a supplementary war credit of 10,000- 
000,000 marks, ($2,500,000,000,) Dr. Helt- 
ferich made complimentary references 
to German-American efforts to prevent 
the success of the Allies’ Joan flotation 
in the United States. After asserting 
that English attempts to raise loans in 
that country had been failures, he said: 

* Difficult conditions in the English 
money market were accompanied by 
deterioration in the English rate of ex- 
change. ngiand was threatened with 
injury to ner prestige in the interna- 
tional money market, endangering her 
supply of war materials and provisions 
from America. Under the pressure of 
this situation, England and France 
seught credit in America, 

“The result did not correspond to ex- 
pectations, and accordingly both soon 
attempted to obtain further credit. Their 
small success was due largely to the 
resistance of American citizens of Ger- 
man origin.’ 


Says Germany Owes Herself. 


Dr. Helfferich then compared the 
course of gilt-edged securities of France, 
England, and Germany before the war 


and now. 

“We are paying almost exclusively to 

ourselves,’ he seid. ‘“‘ while the enemy is 

paying abroad. Therein lies the guar- 

antee that in the future we shall main- 
the advantage. 

“It must be added that money is 
something different and more important 
with England than with us. The British 
Empire was largely built up on and 
maintained by the British money power. 
England formed her alliances and waged 
her wars for the most part with money. 
In the present war also England hopes 
to proceed according to this method, 
but our brave forced England 
to stake not only English money, but 
English blood. 

os e raising of strong armies in- 
creased Engiand’s war costs boundlessly 
and brought English finances to a state 
which is continually deseribed by British 
statesmen as oxtromely serious. With 
the shaking of the ~_s financial 
power the foundation of British Em- 
pire is tottering. 

** Germany’s relation te money is.dif- 
ferent. She ean bear to become poorer, 
and always remain what she'is. We 
endured e thirty years war and the 
Napoleonic wars. We were sucked dry, 
plundered, beaten, cut up, but we al- 
ways worked our way out and grew to-~ 
gether again, But when the British 
ee has gone to pieces it will never 
rise. 

Germany’s Iron Fist Ready Again. 

“* Yet this nation, England, pronounces 
the outrageous words regarding a war 
ef exhaustion. We know we possess 
what we need to live and fight. Bread, 
potatoes, and other necessaries are 
cheaper than in England or France. 
The enemy shall know that we would 
rather forego all abundance, bear all 
hardship, than suffer the enemy to com- 
mand us. The enemy shall know fur- 
thermore that the sharp sword, the un- 
broken fighting spirit and confidence of 
victory are at our disposal. The Ger- 
man iron figt, which just now has burst 
the Iron Gates and opened a broad road 
to the Bast, is ready if our enemies 
wish to strike anew.’’

THE SOUTH AND THE NAVY. 


Daniels Reviews Their Relationship 
Before Commercial Congress. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Dec. 15.—The 
South-has- a -vital interest in maintain- 
ing an adequate navy, declared Josephus 
Daniels, ‘Secretary: of the Navy, in ad- 
| dressing the. Southern | ‘Commercial Con- 
gress here. today: < ~ 

“Not only has’ thie: South cohtributed 
to the power and glory ofthe navy in 
the way of heroism,and fomance,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ but, her interests are bound up 
in an adequate and efficient navy.’ 

After pointing out that the South has 
suffered severely for-lack’ of ships to 
éarry her products across the seas dur- 
ing the present Duropean war, Secretary 
Daniels said: ‘‘ The South cannot raise 
fotton and tobacco if America is not to 
maintain a merchant marine, for the 
bulk of these crops must find their mar- 
kets abroad. But along with a mer- 
chant* marine goes an adequate navy. 
It is ‘written in the stars that. America 
is: to have the former, and, therefore, 
a strong first line of defense is indis- 
pensable in the shape of a. well propor- 
tioned ahd adequate navy. The latter 
{ig insured in the present five’ years’ 
program if the Sixty-fourth Congress 
shall indorse ‘the project so earnestly 
approved: bythe President in his recent 
‘address to Congress.”’ 

In reviewing the South’s intimate re- 
lation with the navy in the past, Secre- 
tary Daniels recalled that many of 
the great geniuses _of both --the 


revolutionary and civil wars were 
Southern men. The first three Séc- 
fretaries of the Navy. were from 
the South, so that the South presideé 
over the Navy Department from its or- 
ganization, in 1798, for twenty years, he 
said. Virginia contributed four Secre- 
taries, North Carolina five, Maryland 
three and Louisiana and Alabama one 
each. ‘‘ The South,” said Secretary Dan- 
jels, ‘‘ has altogether presided over the 
navy for a period of forty-two years out 
of the 117 years of its existence, more 
than one-th ird of its life.’

Father 
McMahon condemned both pacifists and 
militarists'as immoral and asserted that 
President. Wilson’s. expression, ‘‘ too 
proud to ‘fight,’’ had a pagan and not a 
Christian origin. He also said that a 
war, to be just, must be conducted ac- 
cording to'the Ten Commandments. 

“War is the assertion or vindication 
or defense of moral right by armed 
might,’’ he said. ‘' This elevates war to 
the plané of morality. It is a funda- 
mental law of individuals and of States 
that each has.certain moral rights; such 
as the right of self-defense and the right 
to.use physica] force to assert, vindicate, 
or defend its moral rights. 

“War, therefore, must be decided upon 


@ moral plane, and in a moral act there 
are three things to consider—the charac- 
ter of a moral act is determined, first, by 
its origin, its cause; second, by the in- 
tention behind it, and, third, by the way 
in which it is carried out. To be morally 
He t the act must be just in all th ee 
these points. If it is unjust in ori 
it is an unjust act, no matter what may 
be the intention of it or the _— 
which it is carried out. Likewise, i we 
intention is unjust or if the manner in 
which ie is conducted is unjust, the act 


is unjus 
“In didnevishing between just and 
unjust wars the Church makes it clear 
that thére are just wars, and there is 
Mee support for such a position. The 
name of God among the Hebrews 
of "Tae old” Testament’ indicates that 
there is justness in war. -While God 
is the nce of Peace, He is also the 
Lord of Hosts, and the Jehovah of the 
Jews .was,a God of battle. In the Old 
Testament we have accounts of wars 
undertaken at the behest of God himself, 
and there can be nothing inherently 
immoral in the idea of war if God 
Fo age has directed His people to 


‘* And the teaching in the New Testa- 
ment supports the position. When John 
the Baptist. gave counsel to the sol- 
diers he did not rebuke them for being 
soldiers, but insisted that in their sol- 
diery there should not be the 1 ggireee 
injustice. Christ, likewise, did .not 
reprove the Centurior for being a sol- 
dier, but raised him for his faith. 
The earl naan often continued to 
be soldiers in armies. of the 
Caesars. All of ““t8 things show 
that war >is not intrinsically and in- 
herently immoral. 

“But a war to be moral must be just. 
It must spring from just causes, it must 
have just motives, and there must_be 
justice in the pursuit of the war. The 
Catholic Church has never recognized 
the acquisition of territory as a just 
motive for war, and the Church has 
always condemned the Gospel of Culture 
as supplying an unjust motive for war. 
For a nation to fight another because 
it wants international trade may be a 
just cause of war, and it may be un- 
just.. There is no ral right, how- 
ever, that recognizes that one nation 
must be superior to another nation, that 
one nation must spread or expand. 

** The Catholic Church teaches that the 
sinking of an unarmed merchant ship, 
and, by this act, the drowning. of non- 
combatants, is not an act of war, but 
an act of murder. War must be carried 
out in a civilized manner, ‘not in a bar- 
barous fashion. No character of exi- 
gency, no character of military neces- 
sity, can be an excuse for the violation 
of the principles of the Ten Command- 
ments. Acts of war must be judged not 
ag acts of war, but by the moral prin- 
ciples that apply to both peace and war. 

*“*In conclusion I want to repeat what 
I said in the beginning—that war is not 
inherently evil, and that it must be 
judged on a moral plane. And I want to 
say that the Church condemns the mili- 
tarist who places war itself, regardless 
of the moral questions involved, on a 
high plane. Also the Church condemns 
the pacifist who says that war is in- 
herently immoral. There is no justifica- 
tion for militarism. It is false in theory 
and it is false in fact. And the extreme 
pacifist—the man for peace at any price 
—is equally. immoral. Recently the ex- 
pression, ‘ too preud to fight,’ has been 
much used. This-expression is not from 
the Gospel, not from Catholic teaching, 
but from Paganism It is not a Chris- 
tian doctrine, 

Father McMahon said that true virtue 
was always the mean and never the ex- 
treme, and he repeated that the mean

Custome Auction Prices Run Above 
Appraleals. 


The United’ Statea sold by auction 
yesterday, 165 lots of merchandise, which 
had lain’ unclaimed, or had been seized 
for duty; The sale was at the Ap- 
praiser’s Stores, Washington and Mor- 
ton Streets, and brought in $3,631.00.

Those mak- 
ing inquiries as to sending mail to or 
from: Mexico City in this manner were 
told that their letters should be unsealed 
and stibject to inspection. The depart- 
ment made such examination from time 
to time as it deemed necessary to pre- 
vent the use of the pouch for clandés- 
‘tine communication with any of the 
contending factions in Mexico.

Speaking further, Mr. De Berard said, 
the committee’s reasons for favoring 
the income tax were the very general 
and.equitable distribution of it, and the 
probability that it would be easily col- 
lected and administered: ‘The commit- 
tee, he .said, ebsected to_,the proposed 
tax on er porty because it had 
always ietlla arly elynyg ee to 
the’ mnerchant class. If such a personal 
tax were imposed upon the merchants’ 
stocks in this State. it would make a 
discriraination which might very ‘seri- 
ously interfere with their power to 
compete wth merchants a other Eiatee.

A false weighing. machine which could 
be manipulated with a touch of the foot 
for a ten-ounce increase in weight was 
produced in evidence in Special Sessions 
yesterday to-convince the justices that 
Felix Ermann, a butcher, of 2,216 Highth | ,

ling his customers. He pleaded: guilty | ¥ 
and. was ‘sentenced, to the pepitentiary 
fora term: of three months. Justice 
Russell: said it: was a pity that the law 
did <not ‘prescribe a State’s prison . pen- 
alty for such an. offense.

WANT LUCID RULES 


Peculiar. Plays. That ‘Are Not } 
“Covered: in ‘Interpreta- 
tion of Code. 


PHILADELPHIA, bac, “15,—Peeuliar 
plays which came under the. observation 
of college football officials: during the

Officials, and more explicit. instructions 
as to the interpretations of various sec- 
tions of the rules will -be asked. for. 
Well-known football officials and 
coaches. of. this section met last night 
and discussed their experiences of the 
last season in games in various sections 
of the country.

1T COULD NOT HAVE BEEN. 

Just by way of assumption et us 
aay that after the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville, when affairs looked darkest 
for the Union cause, when there had 
been two years of indecisive slaughter, 
a rich Englishman chartered a ship, 
which wag’ nicknamed “the Peace 
Ship,” and brought it over here to 
plead with ‘the North and South to 
stop the war, He knew. nothing of 
its causes or the mighty issues that 
hung upon it, He- had given no 
thought to the fate of the North 
American continent if he should have 
his way. He knew, however, that it 
was bloody and. deadly,- and, there- 
fore, he’ purposed to stop it. The 
Union, on its way to the turning point 
of Gettysburg, heard him boast that 
he would “have the boys out of the 
trénches by Autumn.” © Hé filled his 
peace ship with. well-meaning people, 
as ignorant as himself of all that was 
involved in the. mighty struggle he 
proposed to stop. History is silent 
whether’ his visit was received here 
with politeness, with angér, ‘or with 
contempt; whether it added in Amer- 
ican eyés to the respect in which his 
country was held; whether its mis- 
sion was merely a great joke, or 
whether it was received as an intol- 
erable impertinéence; whether it passed 
utterly unregarded, or ‘whether it 
filled the souls of the peoplé ‘strug- 
sling fer the future of the great Re- 
public with a hét, scornful wrath that 
inténsified their determination to see 
that ‘those’ who had already. died 
should not have: died in, vain, and 
their high resolve. that governmént of 
the people, by the people, and for the 
people should not perish from the

This story is not true. Nothing of 
the sort happened.

THE BALTIMORE EMBARGO. 

The attention of The Baltimore 
American may be directed to the an- 
nouncement by the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railway of an embargo upon exports 
of grain from: Baltimore. The: inci- 
dent is interesting nationally, al- 
though primarily it concerns Baiti- 
more. The reason. ‘for directing the 
attention of the Baltimore press to 
the incident is that the newspapets 
of that city have been making’ the 
embargo at New York an argument 
for diverting trade to Baltimore. 
“Even Baltimore has the New ‘York 
habit,” said The American, meaning 
that there was no: good reason for 
Yailway traffic through New York, 
the more particularly when Baltimore 
enjoya a differential in favor, of its 
traffic over New York's: 

There are 40,000 cars strung ajong 
the railway tracks at New York, said 
The American; which now may re- 
mark that there’are 4,000°carloads of 
grain alone awaiting discharge into 
Baltimore. elevators filled with 2,- 
500,000. bushels. There is a d@emon- 
strated need of more cars, more ele- 
vators, more tracks, more ships, more 
everything, and everywhere. For 
example, yesterday’s cable to THE 
Times from Paris records that for 
days together not a single railway 
truck passes the port of La Rochelle, 
where there ought to be a thousand 
daily. 3 

The result is that all the quays, 
yards, and warehouses are so choked 
with merchandise that the local au- 
thorities have been compelled to toes 
the port. 

The correspondent gives specific tiie 
stances of ships whose cargoes=manhy 
thousands of tons in each case—He rot- 
ting and exposed to the weather. Mer- 
chandise is thus literally being deé- 
stroyed, apart from the stagnation im- 
poged on the factories unable to receive 
materials ordered. 

- ‘As a specific example, of 7,000 tons 
of cargo from Galveston Aug. 27 6,000 
tons. still lie on the wharves... It ts 
much the same fn British ports, where 
a month is necessary to discharge and 
joad ships, even in first-class ports. 
For that reason it is worse than ‘use- 
less to supply facilities disproportion- 
ately for any country, or of any 
sort, It ig as necessary ‘te con- 
sider conditions abroad as.at home 
Otherwise more work is thrown 
on the ports oF facilities in defi- 
cient supply and makes greater ‘the 
disorder of the entire transporta- 
tion machine, Each of the needed 
facilities will be enlarged in turn as 
fast’'as the best talent and unlimited 
money can.«do it. The only thing 
which can be done forthwith is to in- 
crease efficiency by speeding up the 
machine wherever it is possible.

He now estimates 
it at about 325,000,000 miarks a day, 
or in ‘round numbers $30,000,000,000 a 
year, Of. -this expenditure, he said, 
two-thirds must be shouldered by the 
Entente Allies, a little over one-third 
by Germany and her allies. /But the 
Entente Allies are far richer, they 
can beat their two-thirds of the 
burden much thore easily than Ger- 
many her one-third. If the war comes 
to a question of financial endurance 
it can’ have but one ending. If Dr. 
Hetrrericu, therefore, is really in- 
terested in epigraphy he should 
seatch, not in London, but in palaces 
nearer: home for the current or com- 
ing version of the inscription that 
drove the blood from the cheeks: of 
BELSHAZZAR. 

Nor is it altogether a question of 
finance. .As cool-headed observers of 
the conflict, we must admit that there 
has beer a deal of “ bluffing” by all 
the belligerents, but we can recall no 
‘bluff.’ from any of’ them: which the 
proponent was 80 entirely able to 
make good ‘as that published yester- 
day as coming from a semi-official 
source in Washington. The Allies at 
the end of the war, so ran the state- 
ment, will demand of Germany an 
immense indemnity and ‘' one of the 
‘main points in the Allies’ peace 
“terms is that on no account will the 
“German Mercantile marine flag be 
“permitted to be seen on the high 
“seas until full indemnification has 
“ been paid.”’ 

Germany may drive the Allies into 
the sea at Saloniki. She may effect 
a complete union. of forces with 
Turkey. She may fall upon Egypt 
and threaten India. All these are 
land exploits, they will not recover 
for her the “freedom of the seas,” 
to say nothing of the command of 
them. England she can never invade, 
but until she has England in her 
power England’s navy will hold the 
German navy and the German mer- 
chant ‘fleetg shut up in their ports 
of refuge, If Germany wishes to 
take to the seas again for purposes 
of trade she will have to buy PEng- 
land’s consent in the peace terms, 
either by indemnities or other con- 
cessions. Before the war she enjoyed 
the freedom of thé seas, in spite of 
her hollow pretenses to the contrary. 
At sea Engiland’s conquest over her is 
complete and that immense advantage 
will not be surrendered because of 
any further successes the Imperial 
arms may win in land operations. if 
the German people fully realize what 
this means the desire to know what 
the Empire is fighting for will grow 
among them. It is a gloomy prospect 
and one not to be made brighter by 
any possible victories on land.

War Office,. whicgh* has just: reached 
this country, calls to.:my-mind the.refer- 
ences made by’ Mr. Owen Johnson with 
regard to the bombardment of’ the 
cathedral at Rheims in your issue of the 
7th. inst.

ears of strenuous endeavor, The 
oan eg an English barrister, specializing 
in “patent. cases, he was educated -at 


King’s College Charterhouse, and Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge. He was called to 
the bar by Lincoln’s Inn in 1868 and had 
his chambers in Pump Court. The first 
year, it said, he made £500 and. the 
next year his income ran into four fig- 
ures, 

He became a Queen’s Counsel in 1878 
at the age of 36, and appeared in many 
celebrated cases, among them the Par- 
nell Commission case for The London 
Times. From 1885 to 1900 he was At- 
torney General, serving through consec- 
utive Conservative Governments. He be- 
came Master of the Rolls in'1900, and a 
few months later, on,the death of Lord 
Russell, he became Lord Chief. Justice, 
where he continued until February, 1912, 
when he resigned because of ill-health. 
It was through his efforts, that the 
Criminal Court of Appeals Wag estab- 
lished, and the plan of administration 
which he worked out obtained the in- 
dorsement of many who had opp 
its establishment. 

Lord Alverstone was England’s repre- 
sentative on the Alaskan Boundary Com- 
mission, and to his position America: is 
indebted for her victory in establishing 
the boundary claims. He was bitterly 
attacked in Canada at the time, because 
it was believed that he was giving up 
rich territory. He. visited this country 
in. 1908 to attend the-convention of .the 
American Bar Association at Seattle. 

Lord Alverstone never lost his early 
love for athletics. He took part in the 
First University Sports, held in 1864, 
being entered. for the steeplechase and 
coming in second.. The next year, how~ 
ever, he won. the mile and two mile 
races. He had‘ frequently done the mile 
in 4 minutes and 30 seconds. He was 
one. of the earliest enthusiasts in cycling 
and. rode a bicycle until a few years 
ago: He was long past middle age 
when he took up tennis, but he played 
until he was after sixty, when he gave 
it up for golf. He was a cricketer of 
some reputation and held the highest 
cricket honor given—the Presidency of 
the Marylebone Cricket Club. 

Lord Alverstone was a gifted singer 
and appeared in public on many ocea- 
sions. His voice was heard for many 
years in St. Mary Abbot’s Church, Ken- 
sington, where he was a member of the 
surpliced choir. He. was equally at 
home in light opera music, and it is told 
of him that he took up a challenge at 
the Savage Club when he was Master 
of the.

Lord Alverstone’s wife died in 1875. 
His only son, who married a grand- 
angie of Samuel Stevens. of New 
York, died in 1910 following an opera- 
tion for a pendicitis.

J. J. Williamson, a Confederate soldier 
and author, died last night at his home, 
132 Valley Road, West Orange, N. J. 
He was 81 years old. Mr. Williamson 
was born at Old Fets Point, in Balti- 
more. He attended school with Edwin 
and John Wilkes Booth. He worked on 
The Baltimore American as a compositor 
until he became of age, when he went to 
work in the Government Printing Office 
in Washington. 

He was there when the civil war began 
and he went South to enlist. His ex- 
perience in the Government Printing Of- 
fice was ‘more valuable to the Con- 
federacy than his services as a soldier, 
so he was sent to work on printing. 

Mr. Williamson’s wife was South 
with him and he wanted to get her 
back in the North, so. he made the trip 
to Washington, where he was recognized 
and thrown into prison.

Takes Stand and Denies Signing 
Town Agssessor’s Name to Note.

NEW CITY, N. Y., Dec. 15.—Wilitam 
V. Cleary, the former Democratic boss 
of Haverstraw, was placed on trial 
here today on a charge of forgery, in 
the same Court House where a year ago 
he was on trial for his life on account 
of the shooting of his eighteen-year-old 
son-in-law, Eugehe M. Newman.

A mill representative remarked yes- 
terday that, in all his experience he has 
never known a sponging house to report 
yardage over the stipulated amount in 
a piece of goods. On the contrary, he 
said, claims are being. constantly made 
for shortages of material. It seems to 
be the usual thing for a piece of goods 
always to run short of the stated 
amount and never over the mark. To 
* eo against loss, most .of the mills 

ve marks bn their product which show 
the head and end of the piece of goods 
shipped so that it may be noted when 
a claim is put in whether or not part 
of the piece has been cut off. any 
of these marks, however, are easily 
duplicated, and a five or ten yard 
length may be taken off without much 
fear of detection. Furthermore, it is 
difficult, even when the mark is hard 
to reproduce, to have a claim of the 
sort satisfactorily adjusted. Once the 
goods have been cut up by the manu- 
facturer, it is impossible to determine 
whether the proper amount of yardage 
was sent out by the mill or not. 


BUILDING REPORT FAR. OFF.

Mr. Weeks’s withdrawal from a course 
to which he had committed himself in- 
dicated to this man that the Grand Jury
